OLD TIMES IN FAYETTEVILLE 
EEE 


Taken from The Fayetteville Observer July 19, 1956, Front page and 
continued on the back page. 


As told by William M. SMITH to Clinton R. WALLACE 

Many of the families that were in business fifty years ago have now 
disappeared from the business circles of Fayetteville, There are six 
families still operating in various types of business that date back 
fifty years and more. 


Wm, M. SMITH Feed & Seed CO., are open now to the public at their 
location on West College Street. This business was founded by Mr. Hugh 
Douglas SMITH, the father of Mr. William SMITH in 1886. This business 
is now managed by Mr. SMITH'S partner and son-in-law, Ben BARRY, Mr. 
SMITH says of Mr. BARRY that the business is Operated better than he was 
ever able to manage it. 


Mr. Jas. D. MCKINNEY went into the drug store business about 1890 on the 
West side of the Square. For a number of years it was MCKINNEY Bros. 
Drug. The MCKINNEY drug store's partnership was dissolved a number of 
years later. At the present time the MCKINNEY Drug store is now 
operated by Jas. D. MCKINNEY, son of the founder in a building on the 
northwest corner of the Square and this is still a prosperous business. 
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(Old Times In Fayetteville continued) 


The Fayetteville Observer was founded in 1850 by N.O. WALLACE, the 
grandfather of its present operators, Clinton R. and Robert M. WALLACE, 
Jr. the files of The Observer are now in safe keeping at the state 
archives. They say that there are only seven copies of the paper 
missing, which occurred during the civil war when Gen. SHERMAN was in 
Fayetteville and part of the Observer's Equipment was carried off. The 
state archives say that the Observer files are the most complete of any 
they have in their records. 


The family of LAMBS have been in the legal profession for generations. 
Col. James LAMB, the grandfather of Diemer LAMB was an illustrious 
lawyer in the early days and his offices were in the same building now 
occupied by LAMB & MCCOWN. For thirty-two years Diemer LAMB served as 
attorney general of this district, Mr. LAMB is now engaged in private 
law practice. 


John GOODRICH'S grandfather, Mr. John GOODRICH, buried in the 
Presbyterian cemetery, was the founder of the Goodrich General Store, on 
the West side of the square. The business came into being in the 1840s. 
The Goodrich Hardware Co., is now located on the North side of the 
Square with Jack Goodrich taking an active part in the operating of this 
Old business. He is a great-grandson of the founder, Mr. John GOODRICH 
and Bud GOODRICH went into partnership on the West side of the Square 
and in 1871 he erected a building on the North side of the square. This 
partnership was dissolved and Mr. John GOODRICH, the grandfather of the 
present owner built the building on the North side of the square, now 
occupied by the present owner, Mr. John GOODRICH. In 1886 Mr. John 
GOODRICH died, Mr. Hugh D. SMITH operated the business for the estate 
until a year later it was taken over by Mr. Clarence GOODRICH and Mr. 
Hugh D. SMITH. 


Mr. Frank RUTLEDGE came to Fayetteville in 1890 and opened a dry goods 
store on the West side of the square and he was soon joined in 
partnership by his brother, Mr. John RUTLEDGE. They operated in the 
K.P. Building after Mack EAKIN had joined the firm. In around 1900 the 
Rutledge-Eakin Co. moved to the present location. This business is 
still operated by Mr. Carter RUTLEDGE, the son of Mr. John RUTLEDGE, at 
the same stand. 


Another one of the old firms of Fayetteville was LASATER & LANDESS, 
Dentists. Dr. LASATER began his practice of dentistry in Fayetteville 
on the South side of the square in 1884, the year that CLEVELAND was 
elected President. He was joined in the practice by Dr. E.S. LANDESS in 
1897 in the building where Dr. LANDESS is still engaged in dental 
practice, over the LAMB & MCCOWN Law offices. Dr. LASATER practiced on 
a limited basis up until around a year ago. 


Of these old families the MCKINNEY and the WALLACE families have only 
daughters in the family and cannot carry the name on.

WILLIAM WHITE (OF VIRGINIA)

William WHITE was born about 1730, place and parents unknown to me. He 
is on the roster of Captain William Edmonds Virginia Troops in the 
French & Indian War in 1761. He appears on many legal documents in 
Fauquier Co. Virginia but no marriage or will has been located yet. I 
find his name associated with William O'BANON, Dugg GREEN, Benjamin 
ROBINSON, Isham KEITH, James BAILEY, Carr BAILEY, James NELSON, Parnack 
GEORGE, William WARREN and Benjamin NEWHOUSE, Daniel WARREN, Charles 
COLLIER, Lewis MORGAN, and Isaac CRAWFORD in Fauquier Co. Virginia. 
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Many of these surnames were given to the children, grandchildren and 
great grandchildren of William WHITE. 


He named a son Carr WHITE, presumably after his friendship and soldier 
association with Carr BAILEY. The name Carr Bailey WHITE has been used 
for several generations in my family. It is said that William died in 
1797. In “Fauquier Co., VA Families" by John ALCOCK; William WHITE, 
87B-88H/Letis-90H, 95H. M 13-73, 1797. Ag Thomas JAMES abates by death 
of pltf. The date of death matches. His wife may have been 
Letis/Lettice? 


His son, William WHITE, was born Jan 10, 1755 in Fauquier Co. VA. He 
served in the Rev War and applied for his pension in LCT in 1832, 
pension # S1735VA. Wiliam stated he knew Gen. Geo. WASHINGTON, Col. 
HAMILTON, and Gen's. WAYNE and SUMPTER. William's commanding officer 
was Thomas MARSHALL, the father of Chief Justice John MARSHALL. In his 
RW pension papers William stated that he served 1775-1780 and then moved 
to Rowan Co. NC for a period of 30 years. He must have first married 
and had a family in Rowan Co. NC but no marriage record has yet been 
found. He first appears on the census, P. 47, in LCT in 1820. He was 
listed on Rowan Co. NC in 1800. He must have arrived in LCT between 
1801-1820. His first (known to me) son was Thomas born 1801 in NC. We 
assume Thomas was the youngest child of that first marriage. His 
second child was Martha born 1814. He lived in the Mulberry District of 
LCT with his then wife, Elizabeth/Nancy who died 7 August, 
1852 in LCT. 


Among the neighbors of William WHITE in Salisbury District of Rowan 
County, NC were: William BAILEY, SR., James WARREN, Thomas CARSON, 
David JAMES, James McCLANAHAN, Isaac and Thorias WHITE. There was a 
family of BAILEY'S in LCT at the time William lived there. It is 
supposed that many families made the journey from NC to KY to IN 
together. 


Family tradition tells us that William and Elizabeth WHITE and their 
party of travelers stopped and put in a crop in the Cumberland Gap of KY 
enroute to LCT from Rowan Co. NC. I have found a Carr BAILEY and 
William WHITE in Barbourville, Knox Co. KY in the early 1800's. 
William was given a license to keep a tavern at Mt. Pleasant, Knox Co. 
KY with William HOGAN as his security. William was granted a 
certificate for 160 acres on Meadow Creek and 200 acres granted by 
certificate where the Indian Line crosses Yellow Creek. This may not be 
my William WHITE but the fact that Carr BAILEY was there and also 
granted land makes me wonder if this was land awarded to RW soldiers for 
service and William later sold it and moved to LCT. 


I also found Thomas BLASINGAME, John ALSUP, Sr., George MENTOR/MINTER?, 
and several BAILEY'S in Knox Co. KY while William WHITE was there. 
These family names are married into William WHITE'S line. 


William and Elizabeth's son, William Clark WHITE, was the first known 
child to be born in LCT, in 1820. Clark was killed in Giles Co. on 
Christmas Eve, 1864 by Civil War soldiers passing through from Nashville 
to Florence because he refused to tell where his livestock was hidden. 
His son, John Wesley WHITE, was told to hide in the barn loft and 
witnessed his father's murder. Clark's wife, Eliza K. WILKERSON WHITE, 
delivered their last child, Clark WHITE (Babe) that Christmas Eve.

William Clark WHITE was buried in the WHITE Cemetery South of Shoal 
Bluff Church in Giles Co. with his wife, Eliza. William left a large 
family of young children. William was said to have moved from LCT to 
Giles Co when the war broke out. He was a Republican and was not happy 


with the ever changing politics in LcT at that time. 


Clark's son, James Monroe WHITE (Bud), married Amanda Tennessee WARREN 
and raised a large family. They are buried together in Minor Hill 
Cemetery surrounded by most of their children. My grandfather, John 
Lewis WHITE, was one of their Sons and is buried near them.. He died in 
1942 in Pulaski. His descendants, in particular Cathy White BROWN (Dr. 
Mac) of Lawrenceburg, recently had a new tombstone set to honor him. 


My father, Aubrey Elmo WHITE, his mother, Carissa "Belle" ABERNATHY 
WHITE, and many of his brothers are burried in the old section of 
Florence Cemetery in Florence, AL. Aubrey was born in Athens, Limestone 
Co. AL where his parents alternated living with Pulaski, TN. Aubrey 
moved to Michigan in 1936 to find work and raised his family there.

Henry MOYERS 

Henry MOYERS was shown on the 1820 census as being age 26-45 and his 
wife age 16-26 and having been married one year or less. A deed record 
has been located where Peter MOYERS of Lincoln County sold Lot No. 20 in 
Fayetteville on the 18th of March 1817.. This was witnessed by Thomas H. 
PHELPS and Henry MOYERS. Henry witnessed another deed July 27, 1818. An 
Inventory of Lincoln County Court Records for the period 1828-1841 lists 
Feriby MOYERS. The Tax List for Lincoln County, 1829-1832 lists Henry 
MOYERS in Fayetteville. The 1830 census showed that Henry had 1 male and 
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1 female child under 5 and 1 male and 2 female children age 5-10. His 
children that we know about were Peter William MOYERS who would have 
been 9 years old at that time and Margaret Jane MOYERS who was about 4 
years old. Henry died July 1833 and was buried at the First 
Presbyterian Church in Fayetteville. The grave next to his is his wife, 
Feraby MOYERS, age 33, who died March 5, 1837. Feraby's maiden name was 
PHELPS and she is believed to have descended from the PHELPS family of 
Rowan, North Carolina and Lincoln County, Tennessee. Henry's and 
Feraby's graves were subsequently covered by the Presbyterian Church 
Annex and a bronze plaque was placed on the front of the annex to show 
the names and locations of the graves. Margaret Jane was born November 
20, 1826, married James Harvey HARRISON, December 25, 1850, and had a 
child named Samantha HARRISON, September 28, 1851. She is known to have 
descendants in Tennessee and Alabama. Margaret Jane died September 3, 
1853. The hammer/scraper Henry used to make coffins was passed down to 
the youngest son of the youngest son and remains in the MOYERS family 
today in Texas. 


Peter William MOYERS 


Peter William MOYERS son of Henry MOYERS was born September 21, 1821 in 
Tennessee. He was married to Mary (Pollie) SMITH by Cc. H. EDMONDSON, 
JP, December 21, 1843, in Lincoln County, Tennessee. Mary was born March 
14, 1824, in Lincoln County, Tennessee. Her father was David SMITH, born 
December 6, 1802. Peter and Mary had 7 children: Leona, John Felix, 
William, David, George, James Emmett and Mary M. P.W. lived at 
Fayetteville where he was a cabinet maker and undertaker and after the 
Civil War at Millville Hollow, also in Lincoln County. Shown on the 1850 
census living with Peter W. and Mary is David SMITH, age 20 (probably 
Mary's brother). A receipt has been located bearing Peter's signature 
where the firm of MOYERS and Wilson was paid $45 for 9 coffins for 
burial of Confederate Soldiers in 1862. Historical records state that 
Union Soldiers marched into Fayetteville in that year. Leona was married 
to Mr. Mark MCLAUGHLIN of Fayetteville, January 9, 1868 by the same 
Lincoln County JP who later presided at the marriage of James Emmett 
MOYERS and Cordelia MARLER. Leona died July 6, 1904 and is buried at 
Rose Hill Cemetery, Fayetteville, TN. William was shot and killed by a 
Negro near Millville September 10, 1868 (See "Kuklux Killed” story, 
Lincoln County Pioneers, Vol. X, No. 1, Page 5). George lost an arm ina 
train accident, eventually moved to Texas, at some point married a woman 
named Kate and made his living as a peddler. Receipts were found dated 
October 18, 1871 involving the purchase by P.W. MOYERS and J.F. MOYERS 
of a one acre lot and house in Millville. Peter W. MOYERS, John Felix 
MOYERS and David SMITH were recorded as voting in Millville in 1878. 
Mary M. MOYERS married John HAMILTON and lived near Dellrose. Peter died 
of Cancer at Millville on Friday, March 25, 1898, and was buried the 
following day at Shiloh Cemetery near Millville. His obituary in the 
Fayetteville Observer stated, "He was a quiet, unostentatious gentleman 
and died at peace with mankind." Buried next to him on August 4, 1909 
was Pollie MOYERS, widow of P.W. MOYERS. Her obituary in the 
Fayetteville Observer stated that: "Mrs. Pollie MOYERS, died at the 
residence of her daughter, Mrs. John HAMILTON, near Dellrose, of blood 
poison..She was the widow of Mr. Peter W. MOYERS, a cabinet workman and 
undertaker, who was in business in Fayetteville before the war...Burial 
was at Shiloh."

James Emmett MOYERS 


James Emmett MOYERS, son of Peter William MOYERS, was born December 18, 
1858 in Lincoln County, Tennessee. He married Cordelia MARLER on 
February 6, 1879 who died before April of 1883. He married Mattie 
Phamilia SMITH in Giles County Tennessee on April 8, 1883. Mattie was a 
friend of Cordelia MARLAR and was holding Cordelia's hand when she died. 
Mattie was born at Millville, Tennessee, July 3, 1863; James Emmett and 
Mattie had 9 children: Elizabeth, Orlander, Delia, Dera, Leona, Paul W., 
Ida, George, Lois, who didn't live long and James Prophet. Four of the 
children were born in Tennessee at Bunker Hill, Giles County, about 4.2 
miles from Millville Hollow. James, Mattie and children moved to Hunt 
County, Texas about 1891 by train. The remaining children were born 
there. James Emmett worked as a paperhanger and after 1903 moved his 
family to Wise County, Texas. He lived at various times in Slidell, 
Decatur, Memphis, Lakeview and Childress, all in Texas. He had a large 
mustache which he claimed that he used to strain the flies from his 
milk. At more than 70 years he could stand with one foot on the floor 
and touch the top door sill with the other foot. Reba MYERS, his 
granddaughter said that he would find a particular page in the bible and 
ask her to hold it up across the room where he would pretend to read it 
to demonstrate his eyesight. She was sure he had it memorized. He died 
October 27, 1942 in Hall County, Texas of heart disease and was buried 
at Lakeview Cemetery, Lakeview, Texas. Mattie Phamilia died April 21, 


1930, also in Hall County of heart disease and was buried at Lakeveiw.

THE SMITH PAMILY LETTERS

Background 


These letters were written by several brothers, William Smith, Lenard 
Smith, James Byers Smith, Hugh Alexander Smith, Conner Smith and Osburn 
Smith. They were born in Lincoln County, Tennessee where their 
grandfather settled after serving the infant American Army during the 
revolution. When the War between the States began they were aged 25, 
23, 19, 16, 15 and 13 respectively. They enlisted in the Confederate 
Army in October, 1861. As was normal for men from the locale, they all 
served in the 32nd Tennessee Infantry Regiment. 


Hugh Alexander Smith was killed in the second day's fighting at 
Chickamauga, September 20, 1863. William Smith was wounded in the face 
at Missionary Ridge, November 25, 1863. He was last reported in 
hospital at Macon, Georgia, July 17, 1864. Lenard Smith was wounded at 
Resaca, Georgia, May 15, 1864 and "captured by the enemy.” I have found 
no further record of him. The service records for Conner Smith have 
thus far not been found. James Byers Smith served the entire war 
without a scratch and was one of only 16 men present at the regiment's 
surrender in 1865. Osburn Smith was apparently sent home "to grow up" 
and survived the war. 


The War between the States is full of ironies and complexities. One is 
the survival of these letters. They were carried from the Confederate 
Army to Taft, Tennessee by a slave, "Henery." Henery would then return 
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(Smith Letters continued) 


carrying food, letters and news. Several of these trips crossed Union 
lines. Henery certainly could have disappeared on any of these trips. 
His individual loyalty, courage and integrity can only be appreciated by 
understanding that he too shared the suffering of his masters in the 
Confederate Army. Should any of Henery's descendants read this, I ask 
that they contact me. I will greet them as family. 


After delivery, these letters were kept by their mother, Ginsey Smith, 
until her death. They were then kept by a sister, Sarah A. Smith. Like 
Many southern women, she never married after her fiancee was killed in 
the war. Instead, she raised and cared for the rest of the family. In 
the 1920's James Byers Smith returned to Tennessee to care for Sarah 
during her last illness. He returned to Texas with the letters where 
they have been handed down in the family. 


After the war, James Byers Smith returned to Taft, Tennessee to find 
that the family had little left. In the reconstruction south, he sold 
what could not be carried including his land and mule. His new wife and 
young children came down the Mississippi River to New Orleans and from 
there to Indianola, Texas. They walked to near Gonzales, Texas where he 
tried to buy land. In an experience repeated across the south, corrupt 
"Carpetbaggers"” first "sold" the land and then sued and recovered the 
land, crops and improvements when they were not paid in hard cash. 


The family finally settled in what is now Oak Hill, Travis County, Texas 
{now Austin) where he cleared and farmed the land where the Motorola 
plant now stands. As his children grew up, he sold the land and moved 
to near 24th and Red River Streets in Austin so that his children could 
walk to the University of Texas. They were some of the first students 
to graduate as longhorns. Many descendants have remained in Austin.

Since access to the Internet is available at many public libraries and 
also in many homes, this is an opportune time to describe some of the 
electronic resources about LCT now accessible through a computer 
connection to the Internet (also called the World Wide Web.) Although 
only a small amount of information about LCT is currently available 
through the Internet, more and more information is showing up online as 
researchers realize how easy it is to share information electronically. 


There are two main ways of sharing information on the Internet: through 
web pages and through email: 


° Web pages are simply computer addresses which allow us to copy 
information from a web page to our computer or printer. Local libraries 
very often offer free Internet access for reading and printing web 


pages. 


Oo Email is a way to send messages from one computer to another. Email 
is usually not available at a Library. Email service may be obtained 
from one of the large Internet providers such as Compuserve, AOL, or 
Prodigy. Hundreds of smaller local Internet providers also exist. 


Currently there is a web page for LCT which is part of the USGenWeb 
Project. That project (which only began in June 1996) already has a web 
page for most of the 3,000 or so US counties. Each county's main web 
page has links to separate web pages for that same county showing 
queries, names of researchers, source materials, help files, etc. LCT, 
for example, has a comprehensive list of the office hours and holdings 
of many LCT offices such as the Court House, the genealogical society, 
and funeral homes. A list of about 70 LCT researchers giving name, 
address, and family interests is also available.
